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REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed on May 28, 2004. has been carefully reviewed and the 
foregoing amendments and following remarks are offered in response thereto. Applicants 
respectfully request favorable reconsideration of this application, as amended. 

Claims 15-35 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Turek (USP 6,460,070) in view of Devarakonda (USP 6,055,562). Wthout acceding to the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 10 3(a), Claim 23 has been canceled and C,a,ms 15, 6, 22 26 
Z 27 have been amended to correct various Informalities and to clarify <*» features of 
the claimed invention. Thus, Claims 15-22 and 24-35 are pending. 

Claim 15 is directed to a method for deploying a distributed monitoring of a 
computer system, and recites. Mr* determining a plurality of Indicators to be deployed 
^fying the domain or domains of the computer system In which each ,nd,cator should be 
deployed creadng a configuration agentfor each of the resources to be monltore * crea ng 
an indicator agent to evaluate each of the plurality of indicators and deploys *e plural* 
"indicators. Turek, directed to a me*od for diagnosing a fault in a disputed computer 
network, falls to teach or suggest these features. 

Turek disdoses a system in which software agent 37 is selected and deployed from a 
central location (e.g., manager 14, gateways 16) to a parbcular network node (e.g 
endpoint machines 18) in response to a reported fault. Somvare agent 37 attempts to 
Idenbfy the fault, and, if unsuccessful, searches the network for the fault. See, e£ 
Abstract; Co,. 2, lines 27-62 ; Col. 3, line 47 to Col. 4, line 28 ; FK, 4; etc. 
disclose creating a configuration agent for each of the resources to be mon,tored, as rented 
by^m ,15. Furthermore, Turek is en«re,y silent on whether a plurality of indicator may 
b determined and deployed within spewed domains, as recited by Cairn 1, Moreover 
Turek fails to teach or suggest creafing an indicator agent to evaluate each of the plural,ty 
I indicators, as rented by Cairn 15. Rather, In contrast to «he Applicants- Inven o, . Turek 
discloses that a centralized manager 14 receives a fault indlcaSon and then dispatches 
sort" agent 14 to iden^ *e fcult. Devarakonda, directed to a method of oVnam,ca„y 
routing mobile agents, fails to provide the subject matter missing from Turek. 

Calm 26 is directed to a device for deploying a distributed monitoring of a computer 
system and recites, Mr<* a plurality of indicators characterizing the status or the 
operation of one or more resources of the computer system, and configuration means that 
specifies the domain or domains of the computer system in which each Indicator ,s

deployed, the configuration means comprising a configured deployment agent that 
creates, for each resource to be monitored, a configuration agent, where* each 
configuration agent creates a plurality of indicator agents for the resource and each 
indicator agent evaluates one of the plurality of indicators. As discussed above with 
reference to Claim !5, Turek and Devarakonda, taken either singly or in combmauon, fa.l to 
teach or suggest these features. 

Claims 15 and 26 thus clearly distinguish patentably from Turek and Devarakonda. 
Moreover, none of the remaining references, taken either singly or in combination, teaches 
or suggests the aforementioned features of Claims 15 and 26. 

in view of the amendments presented herein, and the reasons explained in the 
preceding remarks, Applicants submit that this application is in condition for allowance and 
should now be passed to issue.
